Self-conceipt, ( wedded to ther own way,.) were ſo prepoſleſſed 
with prejudice againſtir, as wilfally to ſhut their Eyes, reſolving 


- beforehand never to enquire into it, or to- have a.better Opinion

And as none can deny but our National Church was then bleſſed 
and furniſhed with a great number of Pious, Learned, and Painful 
Preachers, whoſe Gifts and Parts were no way inferiour-to the moſt 
eloquent Orators among our Diſſenting Clergy, and equally capa- 
ble Cwith the beſt of them ) of extemporary Prayer; yet they 
all froma Spirit of Meekneſs, and hamble Condeſcenſion, judged: 
it their duty conſtantly to joyn in fervent Devotion with the. Peo» 
ple, in the Pabliek Service of the Church z as well knowing that to- 
be the only Means to keep up a venerable Awe of the Majeſty of 
God in the minds of the Vulgar, thereby to increaſe Chriſtian Cha- 
rity, and preſerve Union in the whole Kingdom. 

By which means that. happy Queen ſo long reigned in Peace at. 
home, in'the Hearts of all her Subjets, to the Terror of all her fo.
